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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a careful 
search of issued patents and relevant commercial databases, no references were found that would 
either anticipate or make obvious applicant's claimed invention. Although it was known at the 
time of applicant's invention that the claimed compounds were effective as anticonvulsants, 
antiepileptics, , neuroprotective agents (i.e. in treating stroke), and centrally acting muscle 
relaxants (i.e. in treating muscle spasms), the prior art is silent with respect to treatment of 
anxiety disorders, including the specific types claimed in the application. Accordingly, this 
application is allowed to issue.
